The State Department an- 
nouncement of “this today .con- 
firmed w_ reported — assurance 
given by President Eisenhower 
to Prime (MJnister Macmillan 
that Britain would be able to 
buy the weapon promptly. 


The State Department issued 
a statement following an an- 
nouncement by Mr Harold Wat- 
kinson that Britain is consider- 
ing purchasing the Sky Bolt 
under Britains new defence pro- 
gramme, 


The Sky Bolt is an air-to-sur- 
face banistic missile carvying a 
nuclear warhead smd capable of 
a range over 1,000 miles. Ameri- 
can defence leaders have called 
dt “the most mobile striliny 
power ever achieved.” 


STILL IN DESIGN 


State Department cilicials said 
the Sky Bolt was still In the de- 
sign slage and would 
resdy for operational use until 
the mid-1060's, 

In a formal statement read by 
the official spokesman, Mr 
coln White, the State Depart- 
ment said thab the United 
States would bo prepared to 
sell Britain the Sky Bolt when 
it had been developed and 
when Britain wished te procure 
it. 


The statement said “It is our 
understanding that the need by 
the UK -is not immediately 
urgent and that the British 
Government Is not at this time 
in n position to state with 
certainty what delivery system 
would be most suitable from 
their standpoint.”—Reuter.
